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MOTOR CYCLIST'S JUMP.

Gus Martin, a well-known Los Angéles motor 
cyolist, recently made a blood-curdling leap of 
67 feet in mid-air for a firm of film producers. 
The scenario (says The Motor ( yele) called for 
the rider to dash down a steep hill, about 300 
feet long, shoot up a short incline with a 
10 foot rise, and Jeap a gulch 37 feet wide and 
* feet deep. Dashing down the hill wide open 
in second goat at 45 m.p.h., the rider gracefully 
sailed high in air as he reached the end of 
the up-grade take-off, and cleared the chasm 
under him by a big margin, sitting his machine 
steadily and easily in a semi-upright position. 

As the machine lost momentum in the air, 
it started downward in a nose-dive, and crashed 
to ee front end first, and then lunged 
forward in gigantic somersaults. The plucky 
rider rapidly recovered from the shotk, and so 
far has suffered no ill-effects from his leap. 
Measurements taken showed that Martin . had 
made a leap of 67 feet from the take-off to the 
point where the machine first landed, and that 
it had travelled a total distance of 97 feet before 
Lit came to a stop,

The news that the French Government 
has concluded what amounts to a special 
peace with the Kemalist Turks will sur- 
prise nobody. Ever since the Greeks began 
their madcap adventures in Asia Minor 
French influence has been used against 
them, and the chief result of the Allies’ 
unfortunate policy in the Near East has 
been to throw France into the arms ei 
Mustapha Kemal and ‘his ragamuffin 
hordes, Now an irrevocable step has been 
taken. M. Franklin-Bouillon, an envoy 
of the French Foreign. Office, has been im 
Angora for some months, and has drawn 
up an agreement with the Nationalist 
leader which, by implication, if not 
explicitly, recognises his Government as 
the only authority, in Turkey and lays 
down very definite conditions of 
peace. It is even reported that France 
has promised Mustapha Kemal to support 
Turkey's claims to Ionia and Thrace at 
some future conference; but we refuse 
to believe that our Allies would commit 
themselves to such an ‘overt breach of 
their political engagements with the 
British people. Be that as it: may, 
the fact remains that ‘France has 
made peace with the Turkish Nation- 
alists, and the immediate result of this 
démarche must be the end of the Treaty 
of Sévres as a serious instrument. It has 
been moribund since its birth, but now it 
has been killed by one of its chief sponsors, 
and the whole Near Eastern question has 
been re-opened. 

The five treaties which purport to con 
stitute the peace settlement with the 
Central Powers were signed by all the 
Allies. They are binding equally on 
vanquished and victor—on Britain as 
well as on Germany, on the French as 
well as on the Turks. They can be revised 
or modified only by. the consent of all the 
signatories, whose absolute solidarity is 
the only guarantee of their observance. 
It would be futile to pretend that the 
French treaty with the Turks is compatible 
with Allied unity. It is in direct opposi- 
tion to British policy in the Near East 
and will convince the Turks and their

Speaking at Montpellier yesterday, the 
President of the French Republic laid 
stress on the desire of France for peace.

The Reparations Com- 
mission is about to visit Germany in order 
to satisfy itself of her capacity for 
payment, and, if the French and British 
representatives are divided, not only in 
their views, but in their aims. there 
will be no hope of a profitable outcome 
of the visit. What would happen, 
for instance, should the British experts 
recommend the revision of the Treaty of 
Versailles? The suggestion is absurd ; but 
one treaty 1s no more sacred than another, 
and, if the French are justified in making 
a new arrangement with the Turks, the 
British would be. equally: justified in 
making a arrangement with the 
Germans, the the Bulgars. 
The lack of solidarity between the Allies 
also would be fatal to French security. 
if M. Millerand does not feel safe with 
the might of Britain at his country’s 
‘service, how could France face Germany 
alone?

Winter’s Approach. 


ew of our readers will have expected 
the story of storm and shipwreck which 
we print to-day. Ireland seems to have 
escaped with a merely unpleasant night on 
Saturday, and the weather in Dublin yes- 
terday was calm and fine. A fairly strong 
gale in the Irish Sea delayed the arrival of 
several steamers in our harbours yester- 
day morning, but caused no damage to 
ships or men. On the other hand, the 
English Channel has been visited by the 
worst storm of the year, and our latest 
reports say that it is still raging. Lowe- 
stoft has been swept by an angry gale. 
-It became necessary to cancel al] sailings 
between Dover and Ostend, Calais, and 
Boulogne. Damage to trees and houses 
was done so far inland as Berkshire. The 
storm, doubtless, was responsible for the 
collision which sank a smal] steamer in 
Havre roads and, so far away as the Gulf 
of Finland, a vessel ¢apsized, with a loss 
of thirty lives. Ireland is lucky to have 
escaped so lightly, but there is a sobering 
thought in these tales of high seas, fierce 
winds, and shipwreck. They are Nature's 
warning to all of us that we have reached 
the end of the charmed summer “of 1991. 
We can cheat ourselves no longer with the 
hope that its warm and lingering proces- 
sion will carry us, almost unconsc iously, 
into the lap of another spring. Winter is 
knocking at our doors and will not be 
denied. Already the roadways 
carpeted with yellow leaves, and our 
suburban trees are becoming “ bare, 
ruined choirs, where late the sweet birds 
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** Zoos”’ and Emirs.

any stage of the journey. The difficulties 
of a sub-Mediterranean tunnel are 
but not instiperable. Its length would 
be at: least twenty-four miles. Since. the 
tunnel, at its lowest level, would be 1,254 
feet below the surface of the sea, the 
weight of the water above it would be 
tremendous.

“The 
treasure was buried by pirates in the 
fourteenth century near Cuxhaven, and 
remained there until it was discovered 
recently by the excellent Herr Bruno. A 
less prudent man would have dug the 
treasure up and gone home with it in 
a sack. In that event the Duke of 
Saxony would have laid claim to most of 
it and the German Government would 
have seized the balance for taxes Herr 
Kiep refused to touch the treasure ‘or 
to reveal its whereabouts until his claim 
to one-tenth of the swag should have been 
admitted. This tithe he estimates at 
modest sum of £1,000 odd, but he declines 
to accept (;erman marks, whose value he 
rightly believes to be as problematical 
as if is mercurial. We cannot but admire 
this exhibition of financial acumen. and 
we do not doubt that the other claimante 
will decide to recognise the validity of 
the particularly Teutonic maxim that he 
shall take who has the power. In the 
meanwhile the treasure remains in ‘sify 
and those who would disturb it must 
reckon not only with Herr Kiep, but with 
the curse.

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ITRADE WITH GERMANY. 
IRISH BUYERS’ 
MISFORTUNE. 

—-- --b& ---— 

(BY OUR BERLIN CORRESPONDENT.) 


It is a matter for much regret that many }- 


Irish houses which recently tried the experiment 
of beginning trade direct with neg sm instead, 
as formerly, of buying German goods through 
London importers, should have had reason Ww 
feel some sense of disappointment. 

What has happened in so many cases has been 
something like the following. The buyers, ar- 
riving in Berlin about six or eight weeks ago, 
placed orders for various goods at prices which 
at that time seemed favourable, and, as the 
rate of exchange, which had just gone greatly 
against Germany, was, of course, liable to go 
the other way just as suddenly, the buyers, to 
be sure of getting the goods as cheaply as they 
hoped, changed their ‘British money st ence, 
usually at about 400 to 450 marks to the pound 
sterling. Up to that point the reasoning was 
sound, for no one was unable to foresee the 
fact that the seemingly interminable delay 
ahout the decision of the fate of Upper Silesia 
would unexpectedly come to an end, nor could 
one possibly gauge the measure of the calamity 
that would follow. 

In an hour or two—to be precise, the moment 
the hanks ovened the following morning—the 
rate had become 535 to the pound, and it has 
continued to fall ever since till it is now over 
700. Had the buycrs waited a little longer 
before changing their money, they would have 
got the same goods for almost 50 per cent. less. 
As the rate is still far from settled, ard there 
are strong rumours in Stock Exchange and hank 
ing circles that it. will fall to 1,000 marks to 
the pound sterling in the course of the next 
week, the bargain is gomg from bad to worse. 
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That. however is not 
feature of the situation.

The manufacturers, having cleared out al! 
their available stock, tried to get in more raw 
material to execute the orders they already had 
on hand. The new supplies of raw material, 
having to be bought from foreign sources, cost 
twice the former prices, or even more. In addt- 
tion, the unprecedented rise in the prices of 
food, rent, clothing, etc., led to strikes all over 
the country. 

The result has been, first of all, that the 
manufacturers find themselves unable to deliver 
at the prices quoted to those who bought before 
the calamity, and have consequently advanced 
the prices arbitrarily : in the second instance, 
the enormously increased demand for goods and 
the prevalence of strikes make it impossible 
for the German merchants to keep their engage- 
ments as regards the time ot delivery agreed 
upon, In the meantime, the German money ex- 
changed for good British sterling at the rate of 
400 marke to the pound goes on daily losing in 
purchasing power. Those who get delivery of 
the goods they ordered can congratulate them- 
selves. 
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In the face of such conditions, it m a matter 
extreme anxiety to know what shonid be 
done to prevent the joss from becoming worse. 
The whole trouble having been caused by the 
publication of the dec lion regarding Upper 
Silesia, the question is: how far will the fate of 
Upper Silesia continue to affect the rate of ex- 
change and the condition of trade with Ger.

interested in cheapening the mark for a short 
period so as to buy largely, and, again, 
are other times when the attempt is made to 
strengthen the mark for a little time eo aa to 
get rid holdings during a_momentary 
high rate of exchange. 

These filnctuations are like the ripples on the 
surface of a river. The general trend of the 
current, however, is downward And the same 
is true of the rate of exchange. So long as 
Germany is under the obligation of payitig out 
each year a huge sam in the equivalent of gold 
manke, a sum for which there is no return made 
to its national economy, the rate of exchange 
must continue in the loog run to go against 
Germany. It was generally recognised, befard 
the decision about. Upper Silesia, that the 
buraen was more than any country could bear. 

The serious attempt being made to carry out 
the obligations of the Peace Treaty acted as a 
retarding force against. too precipitous a rate of 
depreciation. For months the rate of exchange 
remained in the neighbourhood of 250 marks t: 
the pound. The Germans were ful.y convi ined, 
howeverathat Upper Silesia would remain sub- 
stantially German. 

The thunderbolt which fell eee the decision 
was made know has blown away all possibilty 
of Germanvy’s ever being able to balance 
exports against imports, let 
charge its obligations under the Treaty. The 
practical expression of general dishehef im the 
power of Germany to meet its obligations is the 
eagerness to part with German securities, their 
deluge upon the market, and universal fall in 
their value. 
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There still remains the practical question of 
how the money bought to pay for German 
goods can be rescued, if at all. The only way 
to save it is to spend it. There are still things 
to be got in Germany for immediate delivery. 
and almost anything still remaining from the 
old stock is dirt cheap at present market con- 
ditions. It is a mistake to place great con- 
fidence in the ability of the German manufac- 
turers to deliver, They themselves are caught 
in a vice. Those Irish buyers who seem to be 
going to do badly on the deal they have made 
would do well to consult their agent in Ger- 
many on the advisability of getting some other 
investment where immediate delivery at fixed 
prices is guaranteed, 
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BRIDGE OF THE INCAS. 


ONE OF NATURE'S WONDERS. 


Puente del Inca, or the Bridge of the Incas, 
is a wonderful natural bridge m the hear, of 
the Andes. The travelier who gazes for the 
lirst time on this marvellous work of Nature 
finds it difficult to believe that the hand of 
man has played no part in the shaping of its 
symmetrical form. 

An almost satectly arched single span of 
rock crosses t foaming torrent of the Rio 
Mendoza some ‘Mendied odd feet below. The 
main road through the mountains crosses the 
river by this natural archway, and winds its 
twisted way up to the summit of the range. 
The ravine at this point is about a hundred 
and fifty feet wide, and the “Bridge of the 
Incas,” which gives a perfect roadway some 
thirty feet wide, ie the traveiler’s only way of 
crossing it. No fences are there to mar the 
natural beauty of its lines: it stands to-day 
as it, probably, stood when the world began 
and travellers by night must take their aa 
of stepping off into the open chasm below. 

Under the bridge, on both sides of the river. 
are numerous springs, of varied quyalities. 
Steaming rivulets of scaldingly hot water. issue 
from the rock and trickle down between the 
reat hanging icicles, 
ice of frogen s rings. Hot and cold spurts of 
water splash down the rocky banks side by 
side, sending up clouds of vapour from whe re 
they meet below; while further down the river 
are strange springs ot water, which will petrify 
any article one cares to leave there. - Other 
springs, both hot and cold, give water eo rich 
in mineral that it bubbles and sparkles con- 
tinually, like newly-opened champagne. 

Puente del Inca is not only one of Nature's 

wonders, but also one of Nature s beauty spots. 
All around are the snow-covered peaks of the 
Andes. Only a very short distance away, the 
mighty Aconcagua, highest of aj! mountains 
on the American Continent, rears its white- 
capped head some 26,000 feet above sea level. 
On the other side, some miles away, 
“ Penitentes,” giving a a hiar e representa- 
tion of a line of brown-ro monks kneeling 
together in prayer, and all around are awe- 
inspiring peaks and majestic points of rock in 
reds and blues and greys and yellows. a 
wonderful blending of delicate tints seattered 
on a rugged surface. 

To see Puente del Inca is the reward of few. 
but such as may have the good fortune will 
find there an ideal spot for musing on the 
wonderful works of Nature.

The Central News Lobby — Correspondent, 
writing last night, said :—I understand that Sir 
James Craig has indicated to the Prime Minister 
that in no circumstances is his Government 
likely to agree to any proposal to give up any 
of the area under the jurisdiction of the 
Nozthern Parliament. 

It does not follow, however, that Ulster will 
do nothing to facilitate a settlement. The situa- 
tion is being anxiously explored, and the 
present week is expected to produce definite 
news as to whether the country will be precipi- 
tated into a first-class political crisis. 

A significant feature of present movements 
is that Mr. Bonar Law is being increasingly 
mentioned as a factor. In view of his champion- 
ship of Ulster when the 1914 Bill was under 
discussion, it is probable that ne might yet 
play an important part in devising some way 
out of the tmpasar. He is trusted by Ulster, 
and he is also sympathetic to Mr. Lloyd George, 
while at the same time he is not bound by any 
of the commitments of the Government in 
entering upon the present policy of negotiations. 

There need be no surprise if Mr. Law 
figures soon in consultation regarding the posi- 
tion. 

A Cabinet meeting will be held on Mr. Lloyd 
George's return to London to-morrow, , 

Two searching questions will be asked in the 
House by Sir William Davison and Mr. Ronald 
McNeill. The former asks the Prime Minister 
for an assurance that the Government will do 
nothing to coerce the Ulster Government to 
surrender territory or right granted by the 
Act, of last vear; while the latter will ask Mr.

On Friday the All-India’ Congress Com- 
mittee carried a resolution approving the 
policy of civil disobedience, ineluding the 
non-payment of taxes. 

Mr. Gandhi, the proposer of the resolu- 
tion, defined civil diBobedience as the 
breaking of Government laws by a peace- 
ful, non-violent revolution. 

At Karachi on the same day a man who 
had been acquitted at the trial of the 
Ali brothers and others declared that the 
Indian Congress would be succeeded by an 
Indian Republic. 

Forced conversions to Islam are being 
made in the Calicut region.

“SETTING AN EXAMPLE TO

The All-India Congress Committee met here 
to-day, two hundred delegates attending. 
Public interest was very- great, and’ thousands 
assembled ‘outside the pavilion to await the re- 
sult of the Committee's deliberations. 

After four hours’ discussion of the present 
political situation, and, in particular, of the 
imprisonment of Mahommed Ali and Shakut 
Ali, the Committee approved the policy of 
civil disobedience, including non-payment of 
taxes, provided that the individuals and bodies 
taking such action followed ihe complete pro- 
gramme of non-co-operation, particularly with 
regard to spinning and weaving at home, racial 
unity, no violence, and the removal of caste 


restrictions on the “ untouchable’”’ classes. It 
was further stipulated that no civil resister 
‘should be entitled to support from public funds. 
Mr. Gandhi, introducing the resolution, 
emphasised that civil disobedience meant break- 
ing Government laws by peaceful, non-violent 
revolution, but uttered a waming against the 
adoption. of such measures in a light-hearted 
spirit. He foreshadowed the starting of the 
disobedience movement in the Gujerat district 
within a fortnight, when, he said, an example 
of achievement would be set the rest of India. 
Several speakers complained of the limitations 
set forth in the motion, and urged a more ad- 
vanced programme. 

The motion was carried with ouly seven mem- 
bers of the Committee dissenting.

MURDERER’S IDENTITY. 

NEW YORK, Saturday. 
A newspaper message from Tokio re Hono- 
lulu says: —The name of the assassin of Mr. Hara 
is Pveohe Nekaoka, a eswitchman at Otsuka 
Station. near Tokio. He is a grandson of a 
man who ook part in the movement to restore 
to the Emperor power that had lain im the 

hands of Shoganate for three hundred years. 
The aseassin used a short sword for the single 
stab that ended Mr. Hara’s career by pene- 
trating\his lungs. In the assassin’s possession 
was a #tter addressed: to his mother, together 

with other papers, establishing his identity. 
Shortly after the death of Mr. Hara an 
emissary from: the Imperial Household bore to 
his home the information that the late Premier 
had been raised ho the fet grade of second 
rank in the Imperial Court. 
Out: of respect for hie ‘known wishes, the 
funeral, on November 11, will be of the simplest 
character. The inscription on the tombstone 
will be merely—*‘ Takashi Hara.” 
In a statement at Washington Baron Shide- 
hara, Japanese Ambassador, eaid that the 
assassination of Mr. Hara would involve no 
change in the Japanese attitude towards the 
Conference. Mr. Hara’s work in shaping that 
attitude was destined to prove a great benefit 
to mankind. 
The authorities are now of opinion that 
Nakaoka, the assassin of Mr. Hara was but a 
tool in the hands of others engaged in a regular 
conspiracy to murder the Premier. A thorough 
search is now hemg made for a well-dressed un- 
known man who was seen hurrying from the 
railway station at the ‘very moment when 
Nakaoka plunged his weapon into Mr. Hara’s 
chest. This man is believed to have been one 
of those who instigated the crime.

If we,complain that the French have infringed 
a compact by recognising the Kemalists as the 
réal Government of Turkey, it may well be 
argued that a serious encroachment was made 
on this compact when, by the tacit agreement 
of all the Allies, the Kemalist delegate, Sekir 
Sami Bey, was allowed at the London Con- 
ference last spring to supersede the Constanti- 
nople delegation, and to appear as the s»okes- 
man of Turkey (save 7'he 7'imes). 

For many months past there has been a 
pronounced distinction between the attitude 
displayed in Great Britain to the Greek opera- 
tions im Asia Minor and that. displayed in 
France. The fact is that for a year there has 
been no,clearly defined uniform Allied policy 
in the Near East. We have repeatedly called 
attention to the need for formulating and 
acting upon such a policy, but procrastination, 
which has been the besetting sin of the Allies 
in the Near East ever since the Armistice, has 
been allowed to usurp decision, until the whole 
problem has become almost unmanageable. 
There is certainly no ground in the present 
situation for mutual recrimination. All are at 
fault. All have been guilty of sins of omission 
and commission, and all are the victims of the 
miserable makeshifts that have been substituted 
for a strong and united policy.

MR. HARDING’S MESSAGE TO 


THE WORLD. 


The President of the United States expressed 
by wireless to the world, on Saturday evening, 
the earnest hope that peace,may presently be: 
come the fortune of all lands and peoples. The 
message, radiated from Long Island, near New 
York, marked the opening on that site of the 
world’s largest. group of long distance wireless 
stations. 

The Radio Central, New York, as the new 
American wireless centre is termed, occupies 
an area of 6,400 acres. When complete, it will 
be capable of conducting simultaneous and dis- 
tinct inter-communication with five different 
parts of the world. The transmitters will have 
. tlantic - and Transpacific telegraphic 
ranges, and proyision is also being made for 
the development of Transatlantic wireless tele- 
phony. ee 

Radio Central, New York, is tlic property of 
and will be operated by the Radio Corporation 
of America. The circuit prepared for regular 
traffic with Great Britain will inter-communt- 
cate with the Marconi Company's station at 
Carnarvon. Copies of President Harding's 
message was sent immediately to His Majesty 
King George, the Prime Minister, the Foreign 
Minister, and Senatore Marconi. 

The following is the text of the message as 
received in London by Marconi’s Wireless Tele- 
graph Company >— 

“To be able to transmit a message by radio, | 
in expectation’ that it may reach every radio 
station in the world, is so marvellous a.scientific 
and technical»achievement as to justify special 
recognition.

He often wondered when they took part 
in unveiling those memorials how many of 
them remembered the lessons they taught, and 
made them helpful to them. 

He saw in the memorial a wonderful record 
of service, of character, and fortitude, of the 
highest and best gifts that God gave to man 
and woman; and, surely, they ought to go 
away strengthened, helped, and lifted up. They 
ought to see how much more possible it was to 
do something better than they had ever done 
before, 

He also mentioned that three days previously 
a memorial to Scottish members of the 
nursing services had been unveiled in Edin- 
burgh, and memorials containing the names of 
the four Welsh members who had died, and of 
87 English members had been completed.

recently expérienced, following a phenomenally 
long spell of hot weather, it often becomes epi- 
demic. No ago is exempt, and children aro 
specially susceptible. 

The degree of infectivity and the t of 
cold varies in different epidemics, according to 
the grouping of the micro-organaisms, which are 
responsible for its production. “ Their name is 
legion, for they are many,” and so far no one 
specific organism has been isolated in every case, 


although some occur more frequently than. 


others. 
Whether a person becomes infected, or not, 
depends upon the inter-action between soi] and 


seed. The seed is the infection, and the soil is 


rendered favourable by the contributory causes, 
such as chills, damp, draughts, fatiguc, depres- 
sion, excesses of any kind. Healthy people may 
escape, but often act as carriers of infection to 
others, whose resisting powers are lowered by 
any of the above causes. 

Genera] preventative measures include, firstly, 
the general law of hygiene, and, in particular, an 
abundant supply of fresh air. The onset of a 
cold may often be prevented by appropriate 
medicinal measures, followed by a hot bath 
with a tablespoonful (adult) of bath mustard 
added, followed by a warm bed and a hot drink 
te promote perspiration. 

If infection has definitely occurred, the in- 
dividual should be segregated in one room of 
the house so as to prevent spreading the cold 
to others, to cut short the attack and stop it 
becoming chronic. 

Delicate children are especially liable to re- 
spiratory affections and to tuberculosis, henee 
they should be clad in light woollen garments 
and not coddled. Plenty of fresh air is essen- 
tial, care being taken to see that the soles cf 
their boots are good. 

Do not neglect to treat a cold at the be- 
ginning, for even if it leaves no ill effects in 
your own case, it may be the starting point 
cf serious disability for others, It may be 
the last straw in over-burdening an already 
embarrassed heart, may set up the final catarrh 
in late consumption, or augment the difficulties 
and distress of the chronic invalid with chronic 
bronchitis, emphysema, or asthma. 

Finally, the chief method of prevention is for 
everyone to aim at keeping in as fit a state of 
health as possible.

NEGOTIATIONS WITH FRANCE, 
MADRID, November 4. 
The Chamber to-day resumed the debate on 
the Moroccan interpeliation. The Minister for 
Foreign Affairs laid particular emphasis upon 


the fact that protection of the crops would be 


ensured by columns operating between the 
Yebala and Melilla regions, with the object of 
effecting as quickly as possible a reduction in 
the number of troops employed in accordance 
with the Treaty of 1912. The construction of 
public works, he declared, would be rapidly ad- 
vanced, and certain taxes would be instituted, 
with a view to meeting the expenses of the 
High Commissariat. 

Referring to the question of Tangier, the 
Minister said that no good Spaniards could for- 
get their righis in Tangier.

PUBLICANS FENED BY SINN FEIN 
* COURT.” 

At a Republican “Court” held at Newbridge 
eight licensed owners were fined £1 each and 
coste for selling drink during prohibited hours, 
and the persons found on the premises were 
fined 2s. 6d. each, with costs. The large hall 
was filled with persona from the town and for 
miles around who were anxious te hear the 
different cases. Three Republican magistrates 
occupied the Bench. 

In the first case called the proprietor of 
the premises explainéd that he had large busi- 
ness transactions with a young farmer whom 
he had invited to hjs place. He had large 
dealings with him in sheep and catile, and 
generally on Sundays he called, and, ae a 
matter of fact; he had dinner at the house 
with the family of the proprietor on the day 
in question. He rroduced his bank book as 
evidence of business dealings between them. 
One transaction alone reached £500. 

Asked by the President if he had anything 
to say, the proprietor said that he considered 
it a great shame to have a man like Mr. —— 
(who was summonded for being on the pre- 
mises) charged at such a Court. A man who 
had suffered eo much for hie country. (The 
man who was stated to be found on the pre- 
mises Haá been for ten months in an English 
jail on a D.O.R.A. charge. He is a large 


farmer in the district.) 
The President—Would it be fair to let 
Mr. — off, because he suffered? The decision 


is that you will be fined £1 and costs. 

The case against the two men found on the 
premises was then gone into, and the defendant 
mentioned gaked—Do you swear everybody, 
then? 

The President—Yes. 

Defendant—The defendants also? Yes. 

Defendant—That is queer law. 

Evidence was given that the defendants were 
on the licensed premises, the defendant stating 
that he had been invited to the premises. 

The President—In each of these cases the de- 
cision of the Court is that you will each be fined 
2s. 6d. and costs. 

First Defendant—You may mark it paid for 
me. I refuse to pay anything. I refuge abso- 
lutely whatever the decision of the Court is.

RENT-RAISING ON RE-LETTING. 


At a specially convened meeting of tha Com- 
mittee of Carrickmacross own Tenants‘

FREE CHURCHES AND 
REUNION, 
Béai aith ach 
DISAPPOINTMENT OF BISHOP 
WELLDON. 


In the course of an interview on the present 
position of the movement for Christian re-union, 
Rishop Welldon said there was, no doubt, a cer- 
tain disappointment in the minds of a good 
many persons, whether Churchmen or Free 


Churehmen, who saw, or thought they saw, in 


the re-union of the churches the best or the only 
hope of permeating the nation with Christianity. | 
Nearly a year and a half had passed since the 
meeting of the Lambeth Conference, from which 
there issued the well-known letter of the bishops 
contaimng definite proposals which were put 
forward as constituting a basis of re-union. But 
no re-union, or, indeed, inter-communion, had 
yet taken place. 

“It is understood,” added the Dean, “ that 
negotiations have been passing between repre- 
sentatives of the Church on the one hand and 
of the Free Churches on the other, but it is 
impossible to escape a feeling of surprise that 
so little has been told about the process of those 
Unlike the negotiations between 
the Prime Minister and Mr. de Valera in re- 
gard to the government of Ireland, no informa- 
tion has been published as to the efforts made 
for Christiafi re-union. 

“If the enthusiasm excited by the letter of 
the Lambeth Conference is allowed.to wane the 
forces of reaction will gather strength, and they 
are already gathering, as a recent letter of the 
Bishop of Zanzibar sufficiently proves. The 
bishops of the Anglican Church made a definite 
advance towards the #ree Churches, but the 
Free Churches have not yet made any corre- 
sponding advance towards the Church of Eng- 
land. ‘They have promised, indeed, to take the 
proposals of the bishops into sympathetic con- 
sideration, but consideration is not action, and 
the time has come when it is necessary to Jo 
something, if anything at all is going to be done. 

“Ii is my earnest hope that tife Free Churches 
will meet the Church of England half way by 
making a real attempt to modify their histori@al 
position in such a way that inter-communion at 
first, and re-union at last, may become prac- 
tical. There must be a movement on both sides, 
ond I wait with eager interest to learn what 
new departure the Free Churches are ready to 
teke. If they refuse to say or do anything 
more than they said or did before the Lam- 
beth Conference the hope of re-union will 
vanish, 

“The Church of England has mada I think 
so generous an effort for reconciliation that it 
deserves to be met by a’ movement equally 
generous on the part of the Free Churches. 
plead for such a conciliatory spirit as will in 
the end bring the Churrh and Free Churches 
each wnoving towards each other into an alliance 
which would alone prove effectivé in rendering 
the collective will or voice of the Church the 
most powerful of all forces in the national life."

BISHOP OF. LONDON’S FEARS. 


The Bishop of Londdn, speaking at the 
twenty-first birthday meeting of the - Girls’ 
Diocesan Association, held at Church House, 
Westminster, London, declared that there was 
“an appalling amount of tosh written and 
talked nowadays. The horrors in the news- 
papers spring from our literature. Whenever 
I pick up a book and read the word ‘ earth. 
plane,’ or the phrase ‘ messages from another 
world,’ I throw it away. Such books conceal 
the tremendous realities of life.’’ 

The Bishop urged the women of to-day to 
start and guide a reaction towards the old 
reticence, modesty, and self-restraint of the 
Victorian e. “Take with it your lawn 
tennis and fun by all means,” he added. “I 
am not a Puritan to object to fun, but only 
to over-smoking, over-exuberance, and swear- 


ing.’

fogies,” she said, ' and you feel impatient, 
contemptuous ‘of the conventions, customs, and 
restraints of the past. But remember what 
the shock of these times must be to those who 
see the old state of affairs shaking under their 
feet. Remember that it was the devotion of 
the women of that generation which has saved 
you from the fate of the faded spinster who 
lived at home with her parents, bound round 
by restraint and convention, anticipating when 
her parents died a penurious existence on a 
small annuity.’’

PAPYRUS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THL lis TIMES. 
Sir,—Professor Smyly says iw Wis very ip 
teresting per on papyrus, reported in to-dar'g 
issue of the Jrish Times, that “the plant has 


entirely disappeared from Egvpt and probably 
from the world.” He may be interested in an 
extract from my journal, dated 10th April. 1492 
and written at Syracuee in Sicily, when | was 
travelling with the late Colonel F. C Treneh 
Gascoigne, of Parlington, Aberford, Yorkshire — 

“Yesterday morning being ver ne and 


bright, the Colonel and I, with his valet, started 
after breakfast and walked to the Fountain of 
Arethusa. We found a boat with three me 
waiting for us, and, getting into it, we pulled 
across the very fine harbour to the mouth of 
the Anapus and Cyane, which mingle their 
waters in the harbour, being only a few vards 
apart at their estuaries. The Anapus is « slow. 
flowing river, with a good body of water com. 
pered with the Cyane, which is only 4 good 
stream, although both were flooded after the 
recent rains. We were rather disappointed to 
eee. the water very muddy as we pulled up the 
Cyane, which is described in Murray’ Guide 
Book as a pellucid- stream, and the strong 
current gave our three men as much as they 
could do to pull against it. For some two miles 
the banks were, like a canal, kept free from 
weeds near the water, but were allowed to 
ce the most luxuriant wild flowers at the 
top of the bank at either side. I saw nearly 
all the Irish flowers—the margperite in great 
clumps and splendid size and co.our. white and 
yellow; the POPPY iris, wild pea, and vetch, with 
a large bluebell, and many others... When we 
got up higher the banks contracted with the 
large masses of papyrus, which here and there 
were covered with wild convelvujus, or robm 
run-the-hedge, just coming into bloom, Water. 
cress abounded, and I was glad to eat some of 
it. At 193 o'clock we got into a beautify’ 
basin of perfectly pure’ spring water, shou 
twenty yards long and eight broad, surrounded 
by pampes grass and papyrus, and abounding 
with fish plainly to be seen swimming at the 
bottom of the water many feet deep. ..

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NEWEST THINGS IN CARS. 


GREAT MOTOR SHOW REVIEWED’ 
a on 
IMPRESSIONS AT THE WHITE CITY. 


Those who are inclined without knowledge to 
wae the section of the Motor Show at the 
White City as subsidiary to the section at 
Olympia are vastly mistaken, for the White 
City exhibits are among the most interesting of 
any, including two cars with electric trans- 
mission and the Stanley steam car, while if one 
18 to see some of the finest products of the Con- 
tinent, and something like half of the small 
cars, one absolutely must go to the White City. 

Among the famous foreign cars on view are 
the 8-cylinder Isotta-Fraschini, the 6-cylinder 
tala, that fine Spanish production, the Hispano- 
Suiza; the magnificent Metallurgie, representa- 
tive of France; the Rolland-Pillain, also from 
France, fitted with the hydraulic braking 
system which was seen on the winner of this 
years Grand Prix; the Italian 6-cylinder 8.P.A., 
and such important American cars .as the 
Packard, with its two banks of 6 cylinders, the 
King, 8, and the Buick and Moon, 6-cylinde: 
cars. There is also the famous Dutch car, the 
6-cylinder Spyker, while the Mors claims atten- 
tion with its Knight sleeve-valve engine and the 
novel band clutch, which is retained after many 
years’ use. Probably the majority of the 
American cars are to be found at the White 
City. Those interested in design will note the 
Argyll, on the engine of which the single-eleeve 
valve is still used. 


ORTHODOXY CHALLENGED. 


It is a good thing to see the Stanley steam | 


car on view, for there are those who hold the 
opinion that there is a great deal to be said in 
favour of propulsion by steam. They will be 
able to study the simplicity of a steam car’s 
mechanism and compare its features with those 
of the popular petrol car. Very interesting, too, 
are the two cars with electric transmission. The 
Crown Magnetic, in which the Eritz system 1s 
utilsed, has a 6-cylinder Silent Knight motor, 
and, in addition to expanding brakes on the 
rear wheels, has two magnetic brakes. 

The Magnetic car also hae electric transmis- 
sion, and one of the models has an 8-cylinder 
engine. Both these cars are very welcome ex- 
hibits, if only for the fact that they differ so. 
much from the petrol car, and it is a good thing 
that anything off the beaten track should be 
brought to the notice of more people. There is 
too ready a disposition to accept what is merely 
satisfactory on the part both of car-makers and 
users. 

Anything that stimulates new thought is to 
be welcomed, und electric transmission advan- 
tages do not seem to be at all fully realised as 
yet. Apart from the ease of control and the 
far finer gradation of gear ratios given by 
electric transmission, the abolition of clutch and 
gear-box has practical economy advantages 10 
minimising stresses on tyres and mechanism. 

It is rather a puzzle why these advantages, 
which are so weighty, have not received fuller 
and wider consideration from manufacturers and 
buyers alike. Mechanical progress, however, al- 
ways has to fight conservatism among pur- 
chasers, while manufacturers quite naturally 
feel difident about introducing radical changes 
in design owing to the expense of altering their 
plant which big changes always necessitate. 
THE SMALL CAR. 

A tour of the White City exhibits convinces 
one even more than a visit to Olympia of the 
great extent of the effort which has been made 
to develop the small car with a view to meet- 
ing the needs of probably the majority of 
motorists, and nothing is more striking than 


| the way in which makers of big cars have felt

the necessity for catering for the man of mode- 
rate means. Including a small number of produc- 
tions which come under the description of cycle- 
cars, the small cars, reckoning in that category 
those up to, say, 14 h.p., number about thirty 
at Olympia, and well over that number at the 
White City. 

Most of the new small cars by makers of big 
ones are at Olympia, and, on the whole, the 
man looking for a small car would probably 
spend his time, from a buying awe of view, at 
Olympia, if he has to choose between the two 
sections of the Show. This suggestion i 
prompted by the fact that Olympia, on the 
whole, shelters more of the light cars with 
reputations established by time and service, but 
the light car man would be unwise to neglect 
the White City if he can possibly get there. 

At Olympia he should look out for the several 
miniature 4-cylinder engines in light cars. 
There is, for instance, the new 8 h.p. Standard, 
with overhead valves and long tappet rods, coil 
ignition, and a lever by which the engine can 
be staried from the seat. Then there is the 
new 14 h.p. Sunbeam, the small engine of 
which is a very neat production, carrying, of 
couree, a great reputation. The Guy 12 h.p. 
model is a new one, and both its detachable 
evlinder head and the valves are set obliquely 
with the object of obtaining the gerne com- 
bustion head, made possible by the use of over. 
head valves. 

MINIATURE MONOBLOCS. 

Then there is the new Talbot-Darracq 8 h.p. 
car, with miniature 4-cylinder engine with over- 
head valves. Another emall 4-cylinder engine is 
that of the Swift, though that is not new, the 
makers being early in this field. Yet another 
small four is the new 11.9 h.p. Star engine, so 
that in this class there is quite a large variety, 
including the Seabrook, which has an overhead 
valve engine of 9.8 h.p. Most of these small 
engines, E the way, have detachable heads. 

Foreign makers have been no less busy in the 
making of miniature 4-cylinder engines than the 
home manufacturers. There is the “ Greg’’—a 
little Gregoire, with an overhead, valve, four 
with long push-rods, and rated at 9.5 h.p.; there 
is the tiny water-cooled four mionobloc of the 
Peugeot quadrillette, and the Panhard 10 h.p. 
model, with Knight sleeve valve engine; 
the 6 hp. 4cylinder Mathis,. and the 
new 2-litre Minerva, All these are to be seen 
at Olympia, with such well-established small 
cars as the —Calcott, Calthorpe, Coventry 
Premier, Deemster, Enfield Allday, Hillman, 
Humber, Lagonda, Marlborough, Morris Oxford, 
and, of course, the delightful 6-cylinder A.C. 

Quite rapid development hae been shown in 


Olympia is exhibited the Vulcan 9 h.p. water- 
cooled horizontally opposed twin in an entirely 
new car. and another newcomer is the Wolseley 
7 h.p. model, with an engine of the same type. 
Thermo syphon oe water circulation is 
adopted generally on the water-cooled opposed 
engines and the miniature 4-cylinder power 
units. 

There is a Belsize model in which the cylinders 
are cooled by being partially submerged in the 
oil of the crank-case. At the White City quite 
a number of small 4-cylinder engines are to be 
noted, and the growing popularity of the hori- 
zontally opposed engine is again made evident. 
It is rather interesting to notice displayed on 
the Hotchkiss stand an opposed air-cooled twin. 

Two or three points are worth noting in 
regard to the small cars. One is the provision 
of pedal engine starters in at least two in- 
stances, while the Standard and the Blériot 
whippet have starting levers placed to the right 
hand of the driver. At least two new small cars 
have friction drive, and there are two older cars 
also with that form of transmission. 

One feature of the Show is the number of 
S-cylinder cars on view. At Olympia there ‘are 
three British eights and four foreign ones. 
There are many sixes, but the number does not 
seem to increase, and the position of the 
4-cylinder car is not very strongly challenged. 


NOTES ON CARS. 


Tt was not anticipated that any mechanical 
change would be effected in the 1922 Bean car. 
The only change is in the price, which has been 
reduced to a considerably lower level than ruled 
a year ago. The engine, with its bore of 69 mm. 
and stroke of 120 mm., is unaltered, and the 
fabric cone clutch and spiral bevel drive are 
also unchanged. The bodywork, however, which 
was good last year, appears to be even better on 
the 1922 models, which are made as two-seaters, 
coupes, or open touring cars. The two-seater 
has a really comfortable and capacious dickey, 
which in use looks to be actually a part of the 
car and not an after-thought, as is the case in 
some of the bodies with folding emergency seats. 

The Chevrolet is shown with several styles of 
body. On one stand it appears as an all-weather 
coupe, painted royal blue and upholstered in 
blue hide: on another it is shown as 4 
landaulette and as a saloon, while on the stand 
of General Motors, Litd., it ie shown as a stan- 
dard touring car, with seating accommodation 
for two in front and three at the rear. As a 
touring car of medium size and of ample power 
the Chevrolet has been very popular during the 
past year. 

The Oakland is shown with a standard sports 
body, seating four, which not only has a sport- 
ing appearance, but also provides a full measure 
of comfort and protection for the passengers. 
The 19 h.p. engine has a Treasury rating of 
‘ust a bare fraction under that power, and, as 
is not uncommon with this type of car, over- 
head valves are used. The cylinder-head is de- 
tachable, water circulation is by centrifugal 
pump, and lubrication is on the forced feed 
principle. 


TYRES AND ACCESSORIES. 

The Dunlop Rubber Company occupy a 
minent stand in the gallery at Olympia, where 
a wide range of tyres and accessories may be 
inspected. The exhibits include Magnum-type 
cord tyres built on multiple ply cord easing, im- 
proved Magnum-type canvas tyres, pee and 
canvas tyres specially suited for light cars, :and 
straight side tyres with special rubber non-skid 
tread, The accessories include rime for beaded 
edge tyres, and those with a removable side 
flange for straight side tyres. The wheels in- 
clude those for beaded and straight side 
tyres made of pressed steel, as well as the 
patent bolt detachable wire wheels and the 


te ring disc. There is also a patent

advance in wheels of this variety. The Dunlop 
foot pump and adaptable pump connection also 
occupy a place on the stand. One cannot -visit 
Olympia or the White City without failing to 
observe that the prominent position gai by 
Dunlop tyres is being adequately maintained. 

The Austin “20,” which has been produced 
to the tune of some thousands since it was in- 
troduced, is to have a smaller brother in future, 
"known as the Austin “12,” fitted with an engine 
of 72 mm. bore and 102 mm. stroke. Details of 
the new model include Ferodo disc clutch, spiral 
bevel drive, side-by-side valves detachable 
cylinder-head, and a four-speed gear-box. From 
these particulars it will be seen that the 12 h.p. 
model is in many respects a smaller edition of 
the ‘‘ 20.” The wheel-base of the smaller car is 
9ít. 4in., compared with 10ft. Qin. in the case of 
the larger chassis, while the track is exactly 
4 feet, or 8 inches smaller than that of the 
20 h.p. car. It will probably prove that the 
Austin Company have made a wise move in 
introducing the 12.h.p. model. The demand of 
the day is mainly for smaller cars, and, while 
the “20” had many good points, and will 
doubtless maintain its position, which it has 
won on its merits, there is no reason why an 
even greater popularity should not be gained by 
the new model. 

The new model Buick is a graceful car which 
provides ample accommodation for three pas- 
sengers on the rear seats. The engine has a 


and is not unlike the power unit of the 6-cylinder 
car, which is also exhibited. In both cases over- 
head valves are used, as well ag detachable 
cylinder-heads, ‘multi-plate clutch, and spiral 
bevel final drive. The rating of. the 6-cylinder 
car is 27.3 h.n. Both cars show signs of typical 
Buick design and construction. 


A NEW DEVELOPMENT. 

Great changes have been made in the new 
Singer car. Phe gear-vox, which has .always 
been placed on the back axle, is now arranged 
in a central pesition, the final drive being by 
spiral bevel. The popularity of the new Singer 
will prohably be as great as that of the previous 
model, which was one of the first of the modern 
light. cars. A new model with a 6-cylinder 
engine of 15 h.p. is also to be made during 
1922, and the: model on view reveals a chaseis 
and engine of clean design and the grade of 
finish which would be expected from the Singer 
Company. On the same stand is shown the 
Coventry Premier, which from a three-wheeler 
has developed into a light car on four wheels. 
Except’ for the alterations necessitated in the 
final drive by the additional wheel, the mechani- 
cal details are practically the same as those of 
last year. The engine is a “ V” twin, and it 
erformed well in the 200 miles race at Brook- 
ae by completing the course at an average 
speed of 55 miles an hour. ) 

On the Citroen stand are shown various ex- 
amples of this popular French car. The 10 h.p. 
model is shown as a chassis and as a four-seater, 
while no fewer than five different cars of the 
11.4 h.p. model are shown with bodies of the 
saloon, touring, sports, coupe, and town car 
type. All are very handsome examples of 
French workmanship and worthy of the chassis 
upon which they are mounted. The stand also 
contains the new 5 h.p. Citroen which attracted 
so much attention at the Paris Show. It has a 
4-cylinder engine, with a bore of 55 mm. and a 
stroke of 90 mm., giving an actual Treasury 
rating of 7.5 h.p. Three speeds and reverse are 
provided by the gear-box, which has central 
change; the clutch is a single dry plate, and the 
helical gear final drive, which-is a feature of all 
Citroen cars, is also fitted. The new car is in 
every respect abreast of the times.

BEAUTY OF OUTLINE. 


The Talbot-Darracqg stand is prominent at 
Olympia, and contains examples of the four 
modeis which will appear on the programme of 
this firm for 1922. ‘the eight-cylinder car of 27.9 
h.p. remains substantially as last year. The 
this firm for 1922. The 8 cylinder car of 27.9 
16 h.p. car, with Treasury rating of 10.4 h.p. and 
17.9 h.p. respectively, the former being a new 
model. The other new car on this stand is a 
four-cylinder two-seater, with an engine of 
exactly 8 h.p. The engine has a bore of 57 
mm. aud a stroke of 95 mm., with overhead 
valves. 

To outward appearance the engine is a metal 
box, so completely are the moving parts en- 
closed by easily detachable covers. Beauty of 
outline has been obtained with the engine and 
other mechanical parts as well as with the 
body. This is the car which filled the first three 
places in the 200 miles. race at Brooklands, 


Morguniséed by the Junior Car Club last month, 


so it comes with an excellent reputation, after 
surviving the test of a 200 miles run at an 
average of over 88 miles an hour. 

All the current Talbot-Darracq models are 
cleanly designed, splendidly made, and well 
finished, while every class of motorist is catered. 
for in one or other of the four different models 
which will comprise the catalogue for 1922. 

Gn the stand of Morris Motors are shown 
several examples of Morris-Oxford and Morris- 
Cowley cars, with a variety of different bodies 
fitted to the same type of chassis. In each case 
the chassis details are the same, the engine 
being a four-cylinder one of 11.9 h.p. Where 
changes have been made they are mainly of a 
very minor character, such as the fitting of a 
ventilator to the top of the scuttle dash, which 
tests have shown carries away all trace of heat 
from the body. The Morris-Cowley cars are 
excellently turned out, while the Morris-Oxford 
models are superbly finished. Both the models 
have been very popular during the past season, 
and have been easily recognisable on the road 
by reason of their beauty of outline, while 
their reliability has never been questioned. 

On the 1922 Albert car several little improve- 
ments have been made, the most noticeable 
being the fitting of semi-elliptic front springs in 
place of the inverted quarter-elliptic type fitted 
last year. The frame of the chassis has been 
strengthened and lengthened about five inches, 
while the exhaust outlet is now detachable in- 
stead of being cast integral with the cylinder 
block. The engine appears to be unchanged, 
with the exception of slightly thicker tappet 
rods for the overhead valves, while so far as the 
clutch is concerned the leather-faced cone has 
given place to a single plate, lined with an 
esbestos compound. The gate change for the 
four speed gear box has been re-designed with a 
change speed lever of particularly robust dimen- 
sions. The pleasing lines have been retained in 
the new models, which are shown with a variety 
of bodies, including one known as the new “‘Ser- 
vice” all-weather model, which can be made 
into a completely enclosed car when desired, a 
good point about which is the arrangement 
by which the curtains open with the doors.

RUSSIA'S STARVING MILLIONS. 


“Relief of the famine in the Volga provinces 
is almost bevond the capacity of charita le aid,” 
said Major Philip H. Carroll, Moscow Director 
of the American Relief Administration, who has 
just arrived in London, te a Press representa- 
tive. Major Carroll was the first man of the 
American party to enter Russia. 

“ Ever since June, 1919, I have been engaged 
upon relief work in Central Europe,” he said, 
‘“but nowhere have conditions been as shocking 
as they are on the Volga to-day. In other coun- 
tries under-nourishment waa the principal cause 
of distress, but here it is starvation pure and 
simple. Our estimate is that there are twelve 
millions *equiring assistance. Our most san- 
guine hope is to be able to keep one million 
children alive through this winter. For 
thousands there is absolutely no hope, and the 
aggregate amount of suffering will be something 
appalling. 

“Though we even have to feed children in 
the streets of Moscow and Petrograd, the 
greatest need is in the villages, where the 
failure of the crops is most acutely felt. It is 
not ar. exaggerated fiction--would that it were 
—that peasants are living on roots and bread 
made from a mixture of reeds and oily clay. I 
myself have handled this so-called bread, and 
witnessed the terrible intestinal troubles result- 
ing from the consumption. 

“ The Soviet Government is working very well 
indeed to relieve the distress. They have carried 
out 60 per cent. of their seel-sowing pro- 
gramme, but at the most this cannot bring in 
more than one-sixth of the average summer 
yield. One of the most tragic things I have 
ever seen was the snectacle of those peasants, 
many of whom are facing’ starvation this 
winter, sowing their next year’s grain. They 
admitted quite frankly that they would not live 
to see it harvested. The Soviet stonned the 
dangerous movements of massed fugitives to 
the cities by sending food from Moscow. and 
the report that. we have suffered from Soviet 
pilfering is arrant ‘newsense The pilfering has 
been negligible. Death is the decreed penalty 
for it.” 

Major Carroll is returning to Moscow at once. 
“The Volga is beginning to freeze.” he said, 
“and no time must be lost in getting food into 
the remoter provinces before the waterways are

WHOLESALE PRICES DOWN. 


After some months of decline in wholesale 
prices of commodities there was, during August 
and S@ptember, a modified renewed upward 
movement. This has now been followed, how- 
ever, by a fresh qrcline. According to the index 
number of the Economist, wholesale prices hava 
fallen to 4.588, compared with 4.924 in Septem- 
her, and are now at the lowest point touched 
since September, 1916. Both foreign and home- 
grown wheat prices show a very sharp decline. 

“In the case of the former, it is mainly due 
to the disclosure of larger wheat reserves in the 
United States and favourable crop prospects in 
the Southern Hemisphere.” In the textile 
group there has been a reaction in cotton prices 
after September’s sudden advance, but auota- 
tions are still well above the end of August’s 
level. Prices of cereals and meat are appre- 
ciably lower for the month, but are now only

ANNUAL MEETING. 

At the annual meeting of the New Modder- 
fontein Goldmining Company, which was held 
on Friday, Sir Evelyn fallers, who presided, 
said that the operations and the resultant profit 
were the greatest in the history of the company. 
During the year ended 30th June, one million 
and eighty-three thousand tons were milled, 
producing 527,477 ounces, and the profit, includ- 
ing £751,427 due to the increased price of gold, 
was £1,720,205. The. yield, at 9.741 penny- 
weights, is a decrease of .58, which is a desir- 
able figure, as though this is above the aver 
value of the reserves, it is decidedly below the 
average value of tonnage developed during the 
year. The ore reserves, at 6,884,600 tons of 
8.4 pennyweight®, show & decrease of tonnage 
over last year. Working costs had increased by 
eighteenpence, but, despite this and the de- 
creased yield, the final profit was higher by 
sevenpence per ton. The main financial features 
were the unappropriated balance on June 30th, 
1920, amounting to £544,026, which, added to 
the year’s profit and £763 forfeited dividends, 
totalled £2,064,992. 

This was appropriated as follows :-—Dividend 
Nos. 29 and 30, totalling 100 per cent., 
£1,400,000; Government and provincial taxes, 
£297,950 ; net capital expenditure, less Bewaar- 
plaats receipts, £60,195; leaving an unappro- 
priated balance of £306,848. 

Development was 20,165 feet, of which ap- 
proximately 14,000 exposed ore of entirely 
satisfactory values. The development in the 
western and south-western sections continued 
gratifying, and confirmed the opinions pre- 
viously expressed. 

Good values were disclosed in the thirteenth 
level west after passing through the dyke, and 
exposures in that immediate locality equalled 
502,800 tons, valued at 9.7 pennywéights over 
82 inches.
